To  My  Fellow- Citi  len.i  nf  Powell  and 
Monlgomety  : 

Your  Kepreaeiitativc  in  the 
ower  house  of  the  State  Legislature, 
^r.  Jxo.  T.  Cl.\rk,  having  been  com- 
lelled,  through  circumsitances  aris- 
ng  GDI  of  the  unhappy  condition  of 
our  Coiuilry,  to  relinquish  his  resi 
dence  in  our  District,  and  to  remove  to 
an  adjoining  county,  which  necessita- 
tes at  f!i  ^  ensuing  August  election, 
the  sell  lion  of  another  man  to  fill  out 
lis  unf;xpired  term  ;  and  having  been 
urgently  importuned  by  the  people 
of  Powell,  who  rather  claim  the 
right  of  filling  the  vacancy,  to  offer 
myself  for  the  place,  I  have  at  some 
jersonal  sacrifice,  consented  to  let 
my  name  go  before  the  people  for 
the  office,  and  hereby  announce  my- 
self a  candidate 

.\s  1  am  personally  known  to  most 
of  the  citizens  of  the  two  counties, 
I  feel  that  ail  that  is  necessary  to 
place  my. self  properly  before  you,  is 
to  give  you  a  frank  expose  of  my 
politicnl  !^entiincnts, — leaving  you  to 
judge  whether  they  are  such  as  will 
commend  me  to  your  auffr.igea 

-In  Kentucky,  we  are  peculiarly 
siiufiled  at  the  present  time.    It  ia 
undeni  ibie,  that  we  are  on  the  eve 
of  a  Ij  i  wienduour,  conflict;  the  clouds 
are  hovering,  and  tlie  fearful  mut 
tering?  of  the  approaching  teinpe.-t 
can  already  be  he.inl.    ( )ur  hope  is 
in  the  stalwart  arms  and  brave  hearts 
of  the  true  Union  men,  arresting  the 
impending  storm.    The  secessionists 
and  peace  men  have  already  fused. 
'I'hey  have  combined  for  a  regular 
crusade  against  the    Union  party 
They  are  at  work  cutting  off  strag 
glers  from  our  ranks;  fitting  and  pre 
paring  them    for   this  unhallowed 
work  of  treason,  when  the  hour  to 
strike  shall  arrive.   Like  moles,  they 
are  secretly  at    work,  cutting  (hr 
roots  ef  ihe  great  tree  of  liberty,  and 
rejoice  at  the  lejtst  sign  of  its  branch 
es  williering  and  dying.    No  morsel 
is  choice  enough  lor  these  epicures 
but  the  heart  of  the  body  politic; 
and  upon  this  they  prey  with  de 
voted  and   unnatural   lust.  With 
hypocritical  professions  of  loyalty  on 
their  lips,  they  are  burning  with  hos 
tility  to  the  Government,  and  cage 
to  involve  in  one  tremenduous  ruin 
the   ancient  and  most  valued  liber 
ties  ..if  the  people,  and  all  pro.speri 
ty   and    .ill  civilization   they  have 
achieved     1  would  gladly  lessen  the 
importance  of  this  unhallowed  co 
p.lition,  were  it  not  fraught  with  too 
fearful  and  terrible  results.    To  treat 
such  a  move  with  contempt,  is  to 
stand  cold  and  passive,  while  the 
earth  is  trembling  beneath  our  feet 
and  the  awful  avahinohe  gathering 
over  our  heads. 

The  question  is  :  how  is  the  dan 
ger  of  their  combinlition  to  be  averted 
I  answer,  let  the  true  iTnion  men, 
eschewing  minor  differences,  of  ap- 
proving or  ilisapproving.  particular 
administration  measuret»,  stand  firm 
and  united,  and  cease  to  conciliate 
the  hearth  stone  enemies,  by  fright- 
ened magnanimity  and  wishy-washy 
intrigue, — letting  them  know,  that 
we  have  divined  their  nefarious  pur- 
poses, with  regartj  to  Kentucky  ;  and 
thai  we  are  not  to  be  wheedled  into 
an  abandonment  of  the  great  cause 
of  saving  the  Natiiyi^  and  the  loyal 
statu.i  ol  Kentucky.  At  every  sacri- 
fice of  prejudice  and  interest,  let  us 
lay  up  our  differences,  and  co-oper- 
ate heartily,  and  soon  we  will  dis- 
comfit these  enemies  with  trium- 
phant and  swift  success,  as  we  have 
always  done  in  the  past  .\lrer  the 
truce,  when  our  country  i.-i  saved, 
and  our  State  free  from  the  horrors 
of  intestine  war,  we  can  make  harm- 
less war  upon  each  other  as  lo  meas- 
ures of  public  policy,  and  with  but- 
toned rapiers,  each  strive  in  gener^ 
ous  and  uncertain  rivalry  tor  the  up- 
certain  laurel.  Bui  now,  concerted, 
simultaneous,  and  efficient  effort,  in 
circumventing  hidden  treason,  i»  the 
need  of  the  hour.  The  love  of  coun- 
trv  should  be  higher  than  that  of 
party,  and  displace  it  when  danger 


presses  sore — p.articularly  when  the 
party,  which  wc  are  asked  to  co- 
alesce with,  is  confessedly  depend- 
ent for  success  upon  the  misfortunes 
of  our  country — upon  the  defeat  of  our 
army — the  humiliation  of  the  flag  of 
our  fathers,  and  the  triumph  of  the 
flag  of  treason!  'Hell's  descend  is 
facile,"  and  who  knows  but  what  we 
may  become  warm  partizans  of  this 
party,  and  like  its  leaders  in  this  State, 
wish  for  the  happening  of  that  which  is 
calculated  to  give  it  success — though 
it  were  the  irretrievable  ruin  of  our 
country ! 

Let  us  be  slow  before  we  make 
the  interest  of  this  party  paramount 
to  the  interest  of  the  Union  cause  in 
Centucky.    What,  if  the  Administra- 
tion has  done  wrong  and  unauthor- 
ized acts,  according  to  our  opinion  '■' 
Was  there  ever  an  Administration  in 
power,  on  either  side,  that  did  not 
do   unconstitutional  acts,  according 
to  the  opposition,  for  the  tjme  being? 
And  did  you  coaleasce  with  men, 
bent  upon  the  destruction — if  they 
could  not  rule  it — of  your  country, 
3   a   remedy?    Our   enemies,  at 
heart,  care  nothing  for  the  obnoxious 
acts.    They  are  only  sorry  that  there 
are  not  more  of  them  ;  they  serve 
ihem  MS  ammunition  to  hiss  you  to  a 
forgetful II ess  of  your  tluty  to  your 
God  and  your  Country,  and  ripen 
you  for  their  unhalloweil  purposes 
in  regard  to  Kentucky.    To  hearken 
to  their  appeals,  is  to  suffer  your- 
selves to  become  the  easy  and  pliant 
victims  of  their    treacherous  arts. 
They  were  traitors  in  sympathy,  be- 
fore these  obno.xious  measures  were 
past,  just  as  much  so  as  now  ;  though 
their  lips  were  ever  so  honored  w-ith 
sweet  words  for  the  Union.  They 
have  ever  been  prophets  of  evil  for 
our  cause,  and  their  spirits  are  de- 
pressed with  dark  gloom  whenever 
their   prophecies  are  not  realized. 
Not  one  generous  and  patriotic  sen- 
timent escapes   from  their  lips,  or 
from  their   convention  resolutions, 
save  the  hypocritical  lie — "that  they 
are  for  the  Unioni" — when  all  their 
scheming,   concocting,    and  plan 
ning,  is  as  to  how  they  can  most 
weaken  and  prejudice  the  cause  of 
that  same  Union  !    .And  shall  we  suf- 
fer, out  of  spite  to  the  Administration. 
o\ir  noble  Commonwealth  to  fall  in 
to  remeoiless  ruin,  while  spaniel  like, 
we  fawn  and  whimper  to  those  un 
scrupulou-i  and  fanatical  marauders 
upon  tjie  peace  and  dignity  of  our 
State  ?    And  all,  because  the  Ad- 
ministration, in  its  terrible  efforts  to 
prosecute  with  vigor  the  people's 
war  against  this  causeless  and  unho- 
ly rebellion,  made  the  mistake  of 
calling  to  its  assistance  the  coontless 
able-bodied  slaves  of  the  South,  af- 
ter, for  one  year  and,  a  half  vainly 
endeavoring  to  suppresx  it,  while  re- 
pudiating such  as.si.stance?  Of  course 
this  runs  against  the  grain  of  our 
prejudice....    We   believe   ill  white 
soldiers. 

But,  i.-.  oui  Unionism  ot'  so  liny 
and  delicate  a  structure,  and  so  poor- 
ly grounded  in  the  soil  of  patriotism, 
that  it  can  be  voted  out,  and  made 
to  wither,  with  a  musket  in  the 
hand:^  of  a  negro  ! — Because  these 
negroes  have  been  thus  made  use  of, 
shall  we,  therefore,  become  quiet 
lookers  on  of  the  conflict ,  and  see 
and  wish  traitors  lo  triumph  over 
the  Government  and  this  land  be- 
come ever  after  the  scene  of  di- 
visions and  endless  wars,  culmi- 
nating in  the  loss  of  our  liber- 
ty, and  leaving  not  one  star  of  hope 
for  freedom?  Was  not  the  negro 
made  use  of,  lo  fight  lor  the  achieve- 
ment of  our  lilif'rty?  .Vs  well  as  in 
the  second  war  with  Great  Britain  ? 
And  would  we  now  rather  loose  our 
liberties  and  Government,  than  that 
he  should  be  used  to  help  perpetuate 
it?  Phis  whole  business  may  be 
disiasteful  to  n».  But  can  we  expect 
in  this  stupendous  struggle  for  coun- 
try— or  was  it  .-tipulated  in  the  bond 
as  the  conditions  of  our  Unionism, — 
that  every  thing  must  go,  and  be 
conducted,  just  exactly  to  suit  our 
notions;  and  without  our  being  call- 
ed upon  to  make  sacrifice*  of  inter- 


est and  prejudice?  When  a  na- 
tion is  at  war,  it  has  but  one  object 
for  the  time  being, — the  subjugation 
of  its  enemies  ;  and  in  the  prosecu 
tion  of  this  object,  instrumentalities, 
consistency  of  policy,  as  individual 
interests  and  feelings,  are  all  made 
subservient  to  this  one  paramount 
purpose. 

The  policy  of  these  measures  are 
all  subject.*  of  legitimate  criticism, 
when  it  is  done  in  a  patriotic  spirit, 
and  not  with  a  view  of  hampering 
military  operations,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  indirectly  aiding  the  enemy 
— such  as  alienating  the  friends  of 
the  Government — preparing  public 
sentiment  for  a  degrading  submission 
to  th<'  demands  of  the  enemy — by 
decrying  the  war,  ."ind  in  every  way 
possible  making  it   odious   to  the 
people.    When  this  is  done,  as  ia 
now  the  case  with  a  party  among 
us,  it  is  ciiwardlj/   treason.    It  just 
means  :  that  now,  when  the  rebel 
lion  is  almost  pressed  to  the  wall, 
and  its  strength  nearly  exhausted, 
and  no  way  to  recuperate  it,  they^ 
(the  peace  men,)  are  at  hand  to  res 
cue  them  from  their  inevitable  and 
just  doom — making   all  the  blood 
and  treasure  that  has  been  spent  by 
us,  and  all  the  sacrifices  that  have 
been  made,  and  all  the  mourning  and 
desolation  that  has  followed,  all — 
all,  go  for  nought;  giving  them  up 
even  the  territory  we  conquered  by 
the  valor  of  our  invincible  hosts,— 
together  with  all  of  the  honor  and 
glory  they  achieved  with  it !  The 
party  of  men  who  occupy  this  posi- 
tion are  no  better  than  avowed  foes, 
and  should  be  ostracised  from  the 
society  of  loyal  people. 

I  am  opposed  to  all  such,  and  iheii 
measures.  The  only  way  for  an  en- 
during peace,  is  to  give  them  "a 
tle  more  grape,"  every  thing  else  is  a 
make-shift,  and  intended  to  give  aid 
to  traitors,  to  all  of  which  I  am  op 
posed.  .\nd  during  the  continuance 
of  this  war,  whenever  my  voice  ia 
heard,  or  1  cast  a  vote,  whether  in 
the  capacity  of  private  citizen,  or  as 
your  Bepretentative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, it  will  be  said  and  done  in  the 
spirit  I  have  indicated.  iVo  man,  not 
perfectly  free  from  all  contamina- 
tion with  this  iniquitious  rebellion, 
can  get  my  vote  for  any  thing.  And 
it  is  less  a  crime,  with  me,  to  have 
committed  wrongs  and  errors,  in  the 
zeal  and  ardor  of  supporting  our 
country,  in  the  dreadful  ordeal 
through  which  she  is  passing,  than 
to  be  a  negative,  sneaking,  grumb 
ling,  fault-finding  person,  sudi  as  we 
have  a  great  many  now  mouthing, 
with  guilty  looks,  over  the  country . 
Within  the  orbit  of  this  sort  of  Un 
ionism  you  will  always  find  me  re 
volving  and  acting. 

These  once  were  your  sentiinenia, 
and  if  you  are  still  true  to  them,  I 
expect  your  unanimous  support  for 
the  position  I  have  offered,  regard- 
less of  allegiance  to  either  of  the 
great  parties  struggling  for  the  mas- 
tery in  the  country,  for  to  neither, 
properly  may  the  Union  party  of 
Kentucky  be  said  to  hold  entirely 
When  acting  for  Kentucky,  let  us  be 
a  unit — remembering,  that  there  in 
no  evil  ihat  could  befall  us  worse, 
and  more  degrading,  than  the  ascen 
dency  in  our  public  councils  of  seces 
sionists  and  peace  men;  for  all  then 
is  lost  that  we  have  struggled  for 
Our  soldiers,  that  we  sent  to  the  field 
with  so  much  care,  will  no  longei 
even  have  a  home  to  be  welcomed 
lo;  because  we  have  turned  rene 
gades  and  betrayed  them.  But  let  ub 
be  true  to  ourselves,  and  to  them, 
not  allowing  wicked  and  corrupt 
schemers,  to  distract  and  divide  us. 
to  subserve  their  selfish  and  iniquiti- 
ous purposes. 

Finally,  fellow-citizens,  if  you  will 
elect  me,  I  will  give  you  the  un 
selfish  devotion  of  an  honest  heart, 
to  the  duties  of  the  office  -govern- 
ing my  official  conduct  with  the 
guage  ol  principles  I  have  submitted, 
and  from  which  I  promise  you  I 
shall  never  swerve  or  depart.

>Iaine  l^as  asked  the  President  to  send  two 
iiinboats  to  Costine  and  Easlport ;  and  they 
were  promptly  sent.

Editor  of  tht  Frankfort  Commonwealth 

Sir:  Not  long  since  you  received  a 
communication  from  Company  I,  of  the 
Twenty  second  Kentucky  Regiment,  rcpu 
Jiating  the  delegates  of  Carter  county,  for 
their  bold  and  Dobie  stand  for  the  noinina 
tion  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  authors  o' 
the  letter  also  pretended  to  give  full  details 
of  the  gentlemen,  and  that  in  very  abusive 
language;  they  seemed  to  think  that  it  was  a 
great  slur  upon  their  county  and  State;  and 
thought,  no  doubt,  but  they  would  get  great 
praise  from  their  friends  in  the  county.  But 
1  think  otherwise  It  showed  a  weakness 
to  sensible  minds,  at  this  day  and  age;  it 
showed  that  their  prejudice  was  stronger 
than  their  interest  in  their  country  9  cause 
After  suffering  the  hardships  of  a  soldier's 
life  for  nearly  three  years,  they  v.oulJ  now 
cast  their  votes  against  the  principles  for 
ivhich  tbey  were  fighting 

Docs  it  not  look  strange,  that  they  could 
be  80  prejudiced  in  their  party  feeling''  But. 
tvitb  all  that,  allow  rae  to  say,  that  Lincoln 
vvill  get  a  good  vote  in  the  Twenty-second 
There  are  many  good  and  true  men.  that 
have  determined,  aside  of  all  party  feeling, 
to  come  forth  in  llieir  true  colors  and  show 
to  the  world,  that  we  have  seen  the  evil  of 
slavery  in  its  many  forms  We  know,  as 
mountain  n>en,  it  has  beeu  a.  curse  to  us. 
We  know,  that  we  have  not  had  the  advan 
lag'e  of  free  school.?,  like  other  sister  States; 
and  it  is  owing  chieily  to  that  'divine  insti- 
tution" called  "zloeoery' 

We  intend  to  vote  lor  Lincol.n,  because 
he  is  in  lavor  of  the  prosecution  of  the  war 
We  have  tried  him  nearly  four  years,  and 
he  has  done  every  thing  that  mortal  man 
could  do,  to  stop  the  war,  on  just  and  hon- 
orable terms  He  has  proposed,  time  and 
again,  to  the  traitors  of  the  South,  to  come 
back  to  their  allegiance,  and  they  would  |he 
protected  in  their  rights,  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitution ;  but  they  laughed  us  to 
scorn.  Nothing  short  of  the  recognition  of 
the  "Confederacy"  would  do  them  any  good. 
So,  I  think,  we  should  now  show  them,  by 
the  election  of  "ftiNcoi.v,  for  the  second  term', 
that  we  are  in  earnest. 

I  consider  this  one  of  the  noblest  struggles 
that  ever  called  a  free  people  to  anna.  This 
is  the  third  trial  for  American  independence; 
and,  if  successful, — of  which  I  have  no 
doubt — what  a  glorious  nation  we  will  be. 
We  will  then  have  proved  to  foreign  nations 
thai  a  free  Republican  Government  can 
stand  See  the  example.  Then  comes  the 
tottering  of  thrones ;  then,  the  dow  ii-trotiden 
of  all  Europe,  will  make  one  grand  struggle 
for  liberty.  That  is  what  cheer.s  the  Amer- 
ican soldier,  more  than  any  other  lie  is 
lighting  for  principle,  and  that  is  the  liberty 
of  the  poor  man.  He  can  vindicate  his 
rights  as  well  as  the  man  that  is  worth  his 
millions. 

The  great  error,  wiih  the  majority  ol  our 
Regiment,  is,  they  are  afraid  the  negro  will 
be  put  on  an  equality  with  the  white  race 
But  that  is  a  very  false  idea.  The  laws  of 
nature  forbid  it.  It  is  true,  that  there  are 
fanatics  in  the  North,  such  as  Phillips,  that 
advocate  such  a  doctrine.  That  is  the  ticket 
that  nominated  Fremont;  and  Goi>  knows 
they  are  as  bitter  against  the  Administra- 
tion as  the  Copperhead  party.  But,  I  see 
from  some  of  the  '  Peace"  journals,  that 
they  think  Fremont  would  be  quite  a  suita 
bio  candidate  to  h^ad  their  ticket.  .So  it  is 
plain,  to  any  unbiased  mind,  that  the  Cop 
perhead  would  sacrifice  nil  principle  tocarrv 
out  their  party  notion. 

God  forbid,  that  we  should  ever  .-iee  the 
day,  that  such  men  will  rule  this  Govern 
ment.  Farewell  to  liberty  in  this  country 
if  such  should  ever  be  the  case.  But  I  live 
in  hopes,  that  people's  eyes  are  open  toj  the 
emergency;  and  1  ihinic  that  my  brother 
soldiers  of  the  Twenty-second  will  see  their 
error  in  time  to  cast  their  voles  lor  the  man 
that  has  proved  himsclt  a  friend  to  the  coun- 
try, and  mpre  especially  to  the  soldier 

Look  at  thethousandsof  cases  of  deseriion 
in  the  army,  and  how  many  have  been  par- 
doned, after  the  sentence  ot  death  had  been 
passed  by  the  court  martial !  He  has 
doubly  shown  himself  the  Iriend  of  the  sol 
dier.  It  would  be  well  for  some  of  our  regi- 
ment to  think  upon  this  subject :  for  it  has 
a  closs  relation  to  some  of  theircases.  But, 
aa  a  general  thing,  you  see  them  the  most 
ungrateful  It  would  have  been  quite  differ, 
ent,  if  we  had  had  such  a  man  as  "Old  Hick- 
ory" at  the  head  of  the  Government.  Many 
a  poor  fellow  bein?  would  now  be  in  eter- 
nity, that  lives  to  enjoy  liberty,  by  the  kind 
interposition  of  President  Lincoln.

STATES  OF  AMERICA. 
A  rKOCLAMATION. 

WiiKKKAs,  at  the  late  session.  Congress 
passed  a  bill  "to  guarantee  to  certain  States, 
whose  governmentH  have  been  usurped  or 
overthrown,  a  republican  form  of  covcrn. 
ment,"  a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  an- 
nexed ; 

And  whereas  the  said  bill  was  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  for 
his  approval  less  than  one  hour  before  the 
i'l'iii-  die  adjournment  of  said  session,  and 
was  not  signed  by  him  , 

And  whereas  the  said  bill  contains,  .among 
other  things,  a  plan  for  restoring  the  States 
in  rebellion  to  their  proper  practical  rela- 
tion in  the  Union,  which  plan  expresses  the 
sense  of  Congress  upon  that  subject,  and 
which  plan  it  is  now  thought  fit  to  l.iy  be- 
fore the  people  for  their  consideration  : 

Now,  therefore,  1,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  do  proclaim,  de- 
clare, and  make  known,  that,  while  I  am  (as 
I  was  in  December  last,  when  by  proclama- 
tion I  propounded  a  plan  for  restoration) 
unprepared,  by  a  formal  approval  of  this 
bill,  to  be  inflexioly  committed  to  any  single 
plan  of  restoration;  and,  while  I  am  also 
unprepared  to  declare  that  the  free  State 
constitutions  and  governments  already  adopt- 
ed and  installed  in  .Arkansas  and  Louisania 
shall  beset  aside  and  held  for  nought,  thereby 
repelling  and  discouraging  the  loyal  citizens 
who  have  set  up  the  same  as  to  further  ef- 
fort, or  to  declare  a  constitutional  competen- 
cy in  Congress  to  abolish  slavery  in  .Slates, 
but  am  at  the  same  time  sincerely  hoping 
and  expecting  that  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment abolishing  slavery  ihrouglioiit  the  na- 
tion may  be  adopted,  nevertheless  I  am  ful- 
ly satisfied  with  the  system  for  restoration 
contained  in  the  bill  as  one  very  proper  plan 
for  the  loyal  people  of  any  .State  choosing 
to  adopt  it,  and  that  1  am,  and  at  all  times 
shall  be,  prepared  to  give  the  Executive  aid 
and  assistance  to  any  such  people,  so  soon 
as  the  military  resistance  to  the  L'nited 
.States  shall  have  been  suppressed  in  any 
such  State,  and  the  people  thereof  shall  have 
auflficiently  returned  to  their  obedience  to 
the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United 
.States,  in  which  cases  Military  Governors 
will  be  appointed,  with  directions  to  proceed 
according  to  the  bill

Stales  whose  Governments  have  been 
usurped  or  overthrown  a  republican  form 
of  government 

Be  it  enaclad  L.i  the  Seriate  mid  House 
of  Representative:!  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
in  the  States  declared  in  rebellion  against 
the  United  States,  the  President,  shall 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  appoint  for  each  a  provis' 
ional  governor,  whose  pay  and  emolu- 
ments shall  not  exceed  that  of  a  brigadier 
general  ot  votunteere,  who  shall  be  cliarged 
with  the  civil  administration  of  such  .State 
until  a  State  Government  therein  shall  be 
recognized  as  hereinafter  provided  : 

.Sec.  2,  And  Le  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
soon  as  the  military  resistance  to  the  United 
.States  shall  have  been  suppressed  in  any 
such  Slate,  and  the  people  thereof  shall  have 
sufficiently  returned  to  theirobedience  to  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United 
Slates,  the  provisional  governor  shall  direct 
the  marshal  of  the  United  States,  as  speedi- 
ly as  may  be,  to  name  a  sufficietp  number 
of  deputies,  and  to  enroll  all  white  male 
citizens  of  the  United  Stales,  resident  in  the 
.State  in  their  respective  counties,  and  to  re- 
quest each  one  to  take  the  oath  to  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  Slates,  and 
in  his  enrollment  to  designate  those  wlio 
take  and  those  who  refuse  to  take  that  oath, 
which  rolls  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to 
the  provisional  governor;  and  if  the  persons 
taking  that  oath  shall  amount  to  a  majori 
ty  of  the  persons  enrolled  in  the  .Slate,  he 
shall,  by  proclamation,  invite  the  loyal  peo- 
ple ol  the  State  to  elect  delegates  to  a  con- 
vention charged  to  declare  the  will  of  the 
people  of  the  .Stale  relative  to  the  re-estab- 
lislimenl  of  a  Stale  government  subject  to 
and  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  .Stales. 

Sec.  .'!.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
convention  shall  consist  of  as  many  mem- 
bers as  both  houses  of  the  last  constitution- 
al .State  Legislature,  apportioned  by  the  pro 
visional  governor  among  the  counties,  par- 
ishes, or  districts  of  the  State,  in  proportion 
to  the  white  population,  returned  as  electors 
by  the  marshal,  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act  The  provisional  gover- 
nor .shall ,  by  proclaniatiou,  declare  the  num 
ber  of  delegate.')  to  be  elected  by  each  coun- 
ty, parish,  or  election  district;  name  day  ol 
election  not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter; 
designate  the  places  of  voting  in  each  coun 
ty,  parish,  or  district,  conforming  as  nearly 
as  may  be  co;ivenient  to  the  places  used  in 
the  State  elections  next  preceding  the  rebel 
lion  ;  appoint  one  or  more  commissioners  to 
hold  the  election  at  each  place  of  voting, 
and  to  provide  an  adequate  force  toke«pthe 
peace  during  the  election. 

See.  1.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  loyal  white 
male  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  resident  at  the 
lime  in  the  county,  parish,  or  district  in 
which  they  shall  oft'er  to  vote,  and  enrolled 
as  aforesaid  or  absent  in  the  military  service 
ot  the  United  .Stales,  and  who  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
United  States  in  the  form  contained  in  the 
act  of  Congres.s  of  .luly  two,  eighteen  bun 
dred  and  sixty-two;  and  all  such  citizens  ol 
the  United  States  who  are  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  shall  vole  at  the 
heailqiiarlers  of  their  respective  commands, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  provisional  governor  for  the  taking 
and  return  of  their  voles;  but  no  person  who 
has  held  or  exercised  any  office,  civil  or  mil 
itary,  Slate  or  confederate,  under  tne  rebel 
usurpation,  or  who  has  voluntarily  borne 
arms  against  the  United  States,  shall  vole 
or  be  eligible  to  be  elected  as  delegate  at 
such  election. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  'That  the 
said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
hold  the  election  in  conformity  with  this 
act,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  there" 
with,  shall  proceed  in  the  manner  used  in 
the  State  prior  to  the  rebellion.  The  oath 
of  allegiance  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed 
on  the  poll-'book  by  every  voter  in  the  form 
above  prescribed,  but  every  person  known 
by  or  proved  to  the  commissioners  to  have 
held  or  exercised  any  office,  civil  or  mili- 
tary. State  or  Confederate,  under  the  rebel 


usurpation,  or  to  have  voluntarily  boruc 
arms  against  the  United  States,  shall  be  ex- 
cluded, though  he  otTcr  to  take  the  oath; 
and  in  case  any  person  who  shall  have 
borne  arms  ngain.-^t  the  L'nited  .States  shall 
offer  to  vole  he  .shall  be  deemed  to  liave- 
borne  arms  voluntarily  unless  he  shall 
prove  the  contrary  by  the  testimony  of  a 
qualified  voter.  'The  poll  book,  showing  the 
name  and  oath  of  each  voter,  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  provisional  governor  by  the 
commissioners  of  election  or  the  one  acting, 
and  the  provisional  governor  shall  canvass! 
such  returns,  and  declare  the  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  elected. 

Sec.  t'l.  And  be  it  further  i-naetcd.  That  the 
provisional  governor  shall,  by  proclamation, 
convene  the  delegates  electeil  as  aforesaid,  at 
the  capital  of  the  Stale,  on  a  day  not  more 
than  three  months  after  the  election,  giving 
at  lea.st  thirty  days'  notice  of  such  day.  In 
case  the  said  capital  .^hall  in  his  judgment 
be  unfit  he  shall  in  his  proclamation  appoint 
another  place.  He  shall  preside  over  the 
deliberations  of  the  convention,  and  admin, 
ister  to  each  delegate,  before  taking  his  seat 
in  the  convention,  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
the  United  States  in  the  form  above  pre 
scribed. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
convention  shall  declare,  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  their  submission  to  thej 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  I 
and  shall  adopt  the  following  provisions,  I 
hereby  prescribed  by  the  United  States  in  I 
the  execution  of  the  constitutional  duty  to 
guarantee  a  republican  form  of  government 
to  every  .State  and  incorporate  them  in  the 
Consiitiition  of  the  .^late,  that  is  to  say  : 

First.  No  person  who  has  held  or  exercised 
any  office,  civil  or  military,  except  offices 
merely  ministerial,  and  military  offices  be- 
low the  grade  of  colonel.  State  or  Confeder 
ate,  under  the  usurping  power,  shall  vote 
for  or  be  a  member  of  the  legislature,  or 
governor. 

Second.  Involuntary  servitude  is  forever

Third.  No  debt,  State  or  Confederate, 
created  by  or  under  the  sanction  of  the  usurp- 
ing power,  shall  be  recognized  or  paid  by 
the  .State 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  furtAer  enacted,  'That 
when  the  convention  shall  have  adopted 
those  provisions,  it  shall  proceed  to  rees- 
tablish a  republican  form  of  government, 
and  ordain  a  constitution  containing  those 
provisions,  which,  when  adopted,  the  con- 
vention shall  by  ordinance  provide  for  sub- 
mitting to  the  people  of  the  .Stale  entitled  to 
vote  under  this  law,  at  an  election  to  he  held 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  for  the 
election  of  delegates,  but  at  a  time  and 
place  named  by  the  convention,  at  which 
election  th  said  electors,  and  none  others, 
shall  vote  directly  for  or  against  such  con- 
stitntion  and  form  of  .State  government,  and 
the  returns  of  said  election  shall  be  made  to 
the  provisional  governor  who  shall  canvass 
the  same  in  the  presence  of  the  electors,  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  for

States 

Sec.  'j  Ami  be  i.'  further  enacted.  That  if 
the  convention  shall  rbfuse  to  re  establish  the 
State  government  on  the  conditions  aforesaid, 
the  provisional  governor  shall  declare  it 
dissolved,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President,  whenever  he  .'<ball  have  reason  to 
believe  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the  people 
of  the  State  entitled  to  vote  un  ier  this  act. 
in  number  not  less  than  a  majority  of  those 
enrolled,  as  aforesad,  are  willing  to  re  estab- 
lish a  .Slate  government  on  the  conditions 
aforesaid,  to  direct  the  provisional  governor 
to  order  another  election  of  delegates  to  a 
convention  for  the  purposeand  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  this  act,  and  to  proceed  in  all 
respects  as  hereinbefore  provided,  either  to 
di.ssolve  the  convention,  or  to  cerlily  the 
State  government  to  re  establish  by  it  to  the 
President. 

.Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That, 
until  the  United  States  shall  have  recognized 
a  republican  form  of  State  government,  the 
provisional  governor  in  each  of  sai'l  States 
shall  see  that  this  act,  and  the  laws  of  the 
United  Stales,  and  the  laws  of  the  .State  in 
force  when  the  State  government  was  over- 
thrown by  the  rebellion,  are  faithfully  exe- 
cuted within  the  .Stale;  but  no  law  or  usage 
whereby  any  person  ivas  lieretoiorc  held  in 
involuntary  servitude  shall  be  recognized  or 
enforced  by  any  court  or  officer  in  such  State 
and  the  laws  lor  the  trial  and  punishment  of 
white  persons  shall  extend  to  all  persons,  and 
jurors  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters 
under  this  law  for  delegates  to  the  conven- 
tion. The  President  sh^il  appoint  such  offi- 
cers provided  ^or  l\v  the  laws  of  the  Stale 
when  its  government  was  overthrown  as  he 
may  find  necessary  to  the  civil  administration 
of  the  Stale,  all  which  officer.^  shall  be  enli 
tied  to  receive  the  fees  and  emoluments  pro- 
vided by  the  State  laws  for  such  officers. 

.Sec.  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That, 
until  the  recognition  of  a  State  government 
as  aforesaid,  ihe  provisional  governor  shall, 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
cause  to  be  assessed,  levied,  and  collected,  for 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
and  every  year  thereafter,  the  taxes  provided 
by  the  laws  of  such  .State  to  be  levied  tluring 
the  fiscal  year  preceding  the  overthrow  ol 
the  .State  government  thereof,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  .State,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  and  the  officers  appointed,  as 
aforesaid,  are  vested  with  all  powers  of  levy- 
ing and  collecting  such  taxes,  by  distress  or 
sale,  as  were  vested  in  any  officers  or  tribunal 
of  the  State  government  aforesaid  (or  those 
purposes.  The  proceeds  ol  such  taxes  shall 
be  accounted  for  to  the  provisional  governor, 
and  be  by  him  applied  to  the  expenses  of  the 
administration  of  the  laws  in  such  Slate, 
subject  to  I  he  direction  of  the  President,  and 
the  surplus  shall  be  deposited  in  iheTreasu 
ry  of  the  United  Stales  to  the  credit  of  such 
State,  to  be  paid  to  the  .Slate  upon  an  appro- 
priation therefor,  to  be  made  when  a  repub- 
lican form  of  government  shall  be  recognized 
therein  by  the  United  .States. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacieJ,  That  all 
persons  held  to  involuntary  servitude  or 
labor  in  the  Slate  aforesaid  are  hereby  eman- 
cipated and  discharged  therefrora^and  they 
and  their  posterity  shall  be  lorever  free  And 
if  any  such  persons  or  their  posterity  shall 
be  restrained  of  liberty,  under  pretence  of  any 
claim  to  such  service  or  labor,  the  court-,  of 
the  United  States  shall,  on  habeas  corpus,  dis- 
charge them. 

Sec.  13,  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if 
any  person  declared  free  by  this  act,  or  any 
law  ol  the  United  States  or  any  proclamation 
of  the  Piesident.  be  restrained  oi  liberty, 
with  intent  to  be  held  in,  or  reduced  to  invol 
unlary  servitude  or  labor,  the  per.ion  convic- 
ted before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
of  such  act  shall  be  punished  bv  f;ne  ot  not

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  cn-jctcd.  That  ev- 
ery person  who  shall  hereafter  hold  or  exer- 
cise any  office,  civil  or  military,  except  offices 
merely  ministerial,  and  military  ofiiccs  below 
the  grade  of  colonel,  in  the  rebel  service. 
State  or  Confederate,  is  hereby  declared  not 
to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

In  reference  to  the  siege  of  Washington 
we  give  the  following  telegram  to  the  Cin 
cinnati  Gazette  : — 

Washington,  Juhj  14. — 'Telegraphic  coiu- 
iiiunication  with  the  North  was  renewed 
last  night,  but  the  Government  required  the 
wires  for  its  uses,  and  this  is  the  earliest 
time  at  which  we  can  present  a  connected 
view  of  the  transactions  since  communica- 
tions were  cut  ofl'  On  Sunday  night  des- 
patches from  Baltimore  announced  that  the 
rebels  were  moving  in  this  direction.  On 
Monday  morning  a  small  force  of  them  ap 
peared  in  front  of  our  ferlificalions  beyond 
Georgetown,  and  near  .Silver  Springs,  on  the 
Seventh  street  road.  'J'hey  took  possession 
ot  the  houses  in  the  vicinity,  established 
sharpshooters,  and  began  pickiog  off  our 
expo'ted  men. 

This  state  ofaflairs  was  substantially  kept 
up  until  'Tuesday  night.  When  they  de- 
camped early  Wednesday  morning,  their  re- 
treat was  discovered,  but  no  pursuit  was  per- 
mitted for  several  hours.  It  is  understood, 
though  not  definitely  known,  that  the  whole 
rebel  force  crossed  the  Potomac  at  Pooles- 
ville  and  Ball's  Bluff,  about  :!■')  miles  up  the 
river  from  Washington,  and  that  they  are 
now  well  on  their  way  to  Richmond,  with 
longtiains  ol  wagous  laden  with  supplies 
and  droves  of  cattle,  anil  lhal  a  large  pro- 
portion of  them  are  now  mounted  on  horses 
stolen  throughout  Maryland.  The  bulk  ol 
their  force  must  have  been  concentrating  at 
Pooleaville,  while  their  rear  guard  was  fie- 
sieging  Washington,  k  critical  inspection 
of  their  camping  ground,  will  convince  any 
one  at  all  accustomed  to  such  matters  that 
they  never  had  more  than  eight  hundred,  or 
at  the  very  outside  a  ilioiisand,  men  on  the 
Seventh  street  road,  besieging  this  city 

The  following  article,  from  this  morning's 
National  Intelligencer,  fairly  represents  the 
general  understanding  and  feeling  on  the 
whole  ridiculous  subject 

"The  military  demonstration  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  National  Capital,  within  the 
last  few  days,  has  come  to  an  end.  This 
demonstration  did  not  take  the  form  of  any- 
thing like  an  attack  on  the  city,  except  in 
front  of  Fort  Stevens,  where  some  skirmish- 
ing disclosed  the  presence  of  a  hostile  force 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday  last  The  number 
of  the  enemy's  force  at  this  point,  or  at  any 
other,  was  utterly  unknown  to  our  military 
authorities  but  it  has  been  subsequently 
developed  that  at  this  locality  it  never  much, 
if  at  all,  exceeded  five  or  six  hundred  men. 
We  have  received  information  to  this  effect 
from  officers  who  have  traced  the  marks  of 
the  encampment  of  besiegers  since  their 
evacuation  during  the  night  of  Tuesday  last, 
after  the  reconnoi-ssance  which,  late  in  the 
evening  of  that  day,  was  ordered  by  General 
Wright  for  the  purpose  of  leeling  the 
strength  ol  the  enemy.  It  is  moreover  con 
firmed  by  the  testimony  of  persons  who 
have  come  into  the  city  since  the  siege  was 
raised 

/•^ome  slight  demonstrations  were  made  by 
the  enemy  at  two  other  points  on  our  north 
and  northeastern  front,  but  the  number  en- 
gaged in  them,  or  in  the  dash  made  on  the 
railroad  between  Washington  and  Balti- 
more on  Tuesday  la3l,  is,  of  course,  un- 
known, though  from  the  paucity  of  their 
achievements,  their  co-operative  detach 
ments  must  have  been  small.  The  recon- 
noissanoe  on  Tuesday  evening  in  front  ol 
Fort  .Steven!?,  resulted  in  a  smart  brush  with 
the  besieging  party,  who  were  easily  driven 
by  the  small  body  of  our  troops  sent  out  on 
the  scout,  until  darkness  put  an  end  to  the 
pursuit  Our  troops  lost  not  three  hundred 
m?n,  killed,  wounded  and  missiug,  in  the  at- 
tack The  insurgents'  lo.s3  was  not  so  great, 
from  the  paucity  of  their  numbers.  They 
left  upward  of  ninety  of  their  wounded  at 
the  house  of  Mr.  Rlair,  and  a  few  of  their 
dead  on  the  field.  .\t  daybreak  yesterday 
morning  the  enemy  was  no  longer  visible  ; 
and  so  lor  the  present  ends  what  will  pass 
into  hi.'=tory  as- the  two  days'  siege  of  Wash- 
ington, which  terminates  as  mysteriously  as 
it  began. 

"The  location,  number  and  distribution  of 
the  other  forces  engaged  in  the  invasion  of 
Maryland,  during  the  siege  ot  Washington, 
are  unknown  to  our  military  authorities. 
Further  information  in  all  these  points  may 
probably  be  elicited  by  the  pursuit  of  the 
enemy  which  is  now  being  pressed  liy  the 
experienced  and  gallant  officers  of  the  Olh 
Army  Oorps. 

"We  regret  to  state  that  before  decamping 
from  the  city  the  raiders  burnt  the  country 
house  of  Hon,  Montgomery  Blair,  the  Post- 
master-General, and  rifled  the  mansion  ol  bin 
father,  Francis  P,  Blair,  abstracting,  it  is 
supposed,  the  papers  and  correspondence  ol 
this  gentleman  covering  a  portion  of  fori^ 
years." 

'I'o  this  statement  by  the  Intelligencer,  it 
may  be  added  that  the  pursuit  of  which  it 
speaks  is  not  understood  here  I')  be  amount 
ing  to  anything  We  have  comparatively  a 
small  force  of  cavalry,  and  the  majority  oi 
rebels  had  stolen  horses  for  themselves,  and 
had  a  long  ways  the  start  of  us.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  they  will  not  trouble  lhcm,selves 
to  go  over  into  the  .Shanamloah  Valley  as 
that  seems  to  be  an  utterly  useless  move- 
ment, bul  will  push  mraiglit  for  the  Rappa- 
hannock,and  then  for  Richmond,  unlessGen 
Grant  should  manage  to  intercept  them.  It 
is  not  supposed  that  there  is  even  the  slight 
est  po.ssibility  of  capturing  them

The  preservation  of  ilu- ' 
mansion  of  Mr  F  I",  Blair  is  due  to  the  in- 
terlerencc  '•(  Hen     !!rcckinrid;xe,  who  was, 
no  doubt,  intlui-iH-i il  by  the  I'riendlv  rel;i 
lions  formerly  exist  ing  between  himself  and 
the  owner     The  private  papers  of  Mr  Blair,  i 
composed  of   correspondence   wiih   Henry  1 
Clay,  Andrew  .lackson,  and  other  men  of 
mark,  have  not  been  destroyed,  and  his  plate  ' 
has  been  transferred  to  the  residence  of  Mr  j 
Wilson,  with  n  note  .to  him  by  Gen,  Bred:- 
inridge.    While  the  furniture  and  other  per 
sonal  effects  of  Marshal  Bonnifant  were  de-  ; 
stroyed,  a  large  quantity  of  hay  and  wood  i 
was  saved    from   the  torch.    The  cattle,  i 
horses,  calves,  .Vc ,  of  the    residents  were! 
carried  off.  I 
The  rebel  deuil  were  left  unburied,  and  the- 
badly  wounded  tincared  for.    About  seventy  \ 
ol  the  latter  were  left  at  F.  P.  Blair's  place. 
It  is  stated  that  the  bulk  of  the  rebel  force 
commenced  retreating  at  II  A.  M.,  June  1.'!. 
The  residence  of  Hon.  Montgomery  Blair 
was  destroyed  with  all  it.s  contents,  causing 
him  considerable  loss. 

Telegrams  Irom  Washington  state  that 
Gen.  Halleck,  on  the  jth  received  an  inter- 
cepted letter  from  a  rebel  Colonel,  saying  that 
Ewell's  corps,  with  Uampton'.s  cavalry  mak 
ing  over  50.000.  was  ordered  to  march  on 
Harper's  Ferry.    "Washington,  left  almost 
destitute  ol  men,  and  defended  by  only  a  few 
militia,  it  is  thought  our  force  is  ample  to 
take  the  city,  although  our  onlera  read  Har- 
per's Ferry.    My  own  belief  ia  that  we  will 
go  more  directly  lo  Washington."  Washing 
ton  was  to  be  attacked  on  Sunday  night,  but 
the  attack  was  delayed  till  Monday,  when 
Early  received  such  information  as  lo  make 
liiui  abandon  the  attempt,  causing  great  dis 
satisfaction  among  the  subordinate  officers 
and  men,  who  believed  everything  entirely 
safe. 

Inlormation  which  has  accumulated 
strengthens  the  conclusion  that  the  rebel 
force  was  ,?o,000  strong  They  entered 
Maryland  with  ?A  pieces  oi  cannon;  many 
of  their  troops  were  dismounted  cavalry. 
Gen.  Gilmore  was  this  forenoon  thrown 
from  his  horse  at  the  head  of  the  troops  now 
following  the  rebels,  and  severely  injured  in 
the  ankle  Emery  has  temporarily  taken 
his  place  There  is  no  reliable  news  of  the 
pursuit 

From  Giant  and  .SLeriiian  we  had  no  later 
news  up  10  Saturday  night.  There  are  ru- 
mors of  contemplated  movements,  bul  no 
dependence  are  to  be  put  in  them 

In  Mississippi,  between  Vicksburgh  aud 
Jackson,  there  has  been  some  skirmishing 
between  a  small  Union  force  and  <i  large 
rebel  Ibrce.  under  Wirt  Adams. 

From  Gen  A.  J.  Smith's  expeditioii  after 
Forrest  we  have  reports  that  there  had  been 
a  fight,  and  Forrest  was  killed  or  wounded. 
Nothing  to  confirm  the  reports. 

Imporlis  and  Exports. 

It  15  announced  that  the  oflicial  stalciuent 
from  the  Treasury  Department  will  show 
the  receipts  of  gold,  from  import  duties,  for 
the  year  ending  July  1st,  lobe  $103,000,000. 
The  immense  amount  of  goods  imported  to 
realize  this  sum,  says  the  Baltimore  Clipper, 
i.3  far  greater  than  the  exports  of  our  own 
productions,  dud  consequently  we  are  ob- 
liged to  ship  gold  to  pay  the  difference  This, 
doubtless,  is  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for 
the  advance  in  gold,  but  ii  is  not  the  only 
one     We  know  that  it  is  a  favorite  scheme 
with  the  sympathizers  of  the  rebellion,  lo 
rail  out  again.'it  the  superabundance  of  green 
backs  as  the  cause  of  the  advance  in  price 
yet  it  is  a  fact,  that  whilst  the  amount  of 
greenbacks     withdrawn    from  circulatiou 
during  the  last  lew  months,  is  equal  lo  fifty 
millions  of  dollars,  the  price  of  gold  has  been 
steadily  on  the  increase — therelore  the  cause 
cannot  be  in  thai  direction     A  more  plausi- 
ble reason  can  be  found  in  the  fact,  that  the 
local  banks  have  largely  expanded  their  is- 
sues, by  wltich  means  speculators  and  im- 
porters of  every  necessary  and  luxury  of  life 
have  been  enabled  to  extend  their  business 
to  an  enormous  extent,  and  it  is  to  their  in 
terest  to  keep  up  the  price  of  specie,  to  enable 
them  to  realize  large  profits  upon  their  pur- 
chases.— But  the  time  will  come   when  a 
reaction  will  take  place,  and  the  stockhold 
era  of  those  institutions  will  be  the  sufferers 
— the  banks  may  consider  themselves  to  have 
security  sufficient  to  save  them  from  harm, 
but  when  the  reaction  takes  place,  a  sweep- 
ing deluge  will  come  over  the  country,  car- 
rying everytliing  before  it,  and  woe  unto 
those  who  are  involved  in  debt.    Severe  as 
was  the  pressure  during  the  war  of  1812,  and 
great  us  were  the  sufferings  of  the  people  in 
consequence  of  the  interlerence   with  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  the  country,  yet  after 
the  close  of  the  contest,  a  revulsion  took 
place,  which  caused  far  greater  suft'ering, 
and  ruined  a  large  portion  of  our  people. 
\Vc  earnestly  ailvise,  therefore,  that  all  who 
possibly  can  do  so,  shall  keep  their  house  in 
order,  circumscribe  their  affairs  within  their 
grasp,  get  out  of  debt  as  last  as  possible,  and 
keep  themselves  in  waiting  lor  the  appear 
ance  of  the  time,  wliioh  may  come  in  an 
Ijoiir,  or  a  day  that  they  will  not  be  looking 
lor  it,  when  there  will  be  a  general  deluge 
to  the  speculators  and  gamblers  wlio  are  car- 
rying on  so  high  a  hand.

Died  at  his  resilience,  near  Sliarpsburgli, 
Kentucky,  on  the  26th  day  of  June,  1804, 
Martin  J.  Gosselt,  in  Ihe  47th  year  of  his  age, 
from  the  effect  of  wounds  inflicted  on  him 
on  tiie  night  of  the  7th  of  June  by  some  reb- 
el soldiers. 

Thus  was  stricken  down  in  the  presence  of 
his  family,  a  kind  husband  and  lather;  a 
true  friend  and  good  and  loyal  citizen,  pos- 
sessing in  a  high  degree  those  qualities  that 
adorn  the  Christian  gentleman.  In  his  inter- 
course tvith  mankind  he  was  courteous  and 
agreeable,  and  while  he  was  strictly  loyal,  he 
was  respected  alike  by  those  who  agreed  and 
those  who  diflered  with  him  He  had  been 
a  consistent  member  of  ibe  Baptist  Church 
for  many  years.  He  left  a  wife,  a  son  and 
two  little  daughlers,  and  many  friends  to 
mourn  their  loss. 

On  ihe  night  ol  the  7th  of  June  about  two 
hundred  rebel  soldiers,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Chenoweth,  passed  Mr.  Gossett's 
place,  and  some  of  them  went  lo  the  back 
door  of  his  house  and  asked  for  .something  to 
cat.  saying  they  "belonged  lo  the  9th  Michi- 
gan ""  Mr.  ft.  refused  to  open  the  door  They  [ 
then  rireil  several  shots  through  the  door, 
and  several  through  his  bed-room  window, 
and  through  different  parls  of  the  house 

Mr.  G  and  his  son  retreated  upwairs,  and 
hi.s  son  fired  at  ihem  once.  They  then  broke 
open  the  door  and  gathered  some  bedding 
and  fired  il.  Mr.  U.  s  wile  extinguished  the 
fire;  they  lired  it  a  second  lime,  and  told  her 
if  she  pill  it  out  they  would  kill  her;  but 
wilh  a  heroism  worthy  of  her  sex,  fhe  put  it 
out  again.  They  then  told  her  if  she  would 
induce  her  husband  and  .-^on  to  come  down, 
they  should  not  be  hurl.  .As  soou,  however, 
as  the  husband  and  his  son  entered  the  room, 
unarmed,  and  gave  themselves  up,  they  shot 
them  both — Mr.  G  in  the  hip,  an. I  his  son 
in  the  breast  .And  thinking  they  bail  ac» 
complislied  their  diabolical  purpose,  they  left, 
but  soon  returned,  and,  placing  a  pielol  at 
the  head  of  Mr.  G.,  fired,  and  aimed  to  shoot 
his  son  through  t!ie  head  also,  but  fortu- 
nately only  grazed  hi"'  neck,  an  1  he  lins  re- 
covered.

George  M.  Thomas,  ibe  L'uion  elector 
for  the  9tli  District,  has  already  commenced 
the  canvass  for  I,incoln  and  Johnson  On 
ihe  4ih  day  uf  July  he  made  a  speech  to  a 
mass  Union  meeting  of  Ihe  cilizeni  of  Car- 
ter and  Lewis  in  Laurel  Creek  II  was  one 
of  the  largest  meetings  ever  held  in  the 
moiinlains.  Mr  Thomas  Shinn.  L  W 
Pearce,  and  certain  Union  men  had  entered 
into  an  agreement  by  which  the  rebels  and 
conservatives  were  !o  unite  lor  the  purpose 
of  liefeaiing  Lincoln  and  Johnson  in  Ken- 
tucky. He  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the 
conspiracy  would  lail  in  part :  that  a  good 
many  Union  men  who  were  acting  wilh  the 
conservatives  would  reject  such  a  proposition 
with  scorn  and  contempt.  lie  said  certain 
men  in  Kentucky,  who  had  been  acting  wilh 
the  Union  party,  now  believeil  that  the 
South  would  succeed,  and  ihey  were  prepar- 
ing lo  lake  Kentucky  out  of  the  Union  and 
join  the  Southern  Confederacy.  This  he 
predicted  would  be  a  complete  failure.  He 
warned  Union  men  lo  beware  of  those  who 
were  denouncing  and  opposing  every  mea- 
sure ol  the  Government  adopted  tor  the  pur- 
pose ol  suppressing  the  rebellion  He  «nid 
tliey  were  enemies  in  disguise. 

He  said  theGovernment  had  high  author- 
ity, justifying  the  arming  of  the  slaves 
The  Romans  he  said,  alter  they  were  defeat- 
ed by  Hannibal  at  Cannea,  armed  8,fjOO 
slayes  lo  assist  in  defending  the  City  of 
Rome,  all  ol  whom  obtained  their  freedom. 
And  the  slaves  were  armed  upon  other  oc- 
casions by  the  Romans.  In  the  .Auierio.in 
Revolution  A  irginia,  New  "Vork,  ami  other 
States  armed  the  slaves  lo  assist  in  achiev- 
ing our  liberty  and  independence,  and  after 
the  war  was  over  the  Le}.'islatiires  of  the 
Slates  passed  acts  giving  free.lom  lo  all 
slaves  who  hail  served  ihioiigli  the  war  or 
been  honorably  discharged,  Virginia,  in  her 
act  saying  that  it  was  "just  and  reasonable 
thai  ail  persons  who  had  contribuled  toward 
the  eslablishinenl  of  American  liberty  and 
independen<  e.  should  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
freedom  as  a  reward  lor  their  trials  and 
labors."  This  was  denounced  as  uncivilized 
by  the  Tories  of  the  Revolution.  They  said 
it  was  wrong  for  slaves  lo  kill  oar  Britiah 
hvcthcrn.  He  said  if  it  was  right  for  slaves  to 
assist  in  achieving  our  independence  it  cer- 
tainly was  right  lor  thciii  lo  assist  in  main- 
taining it.  He  said  the  mounlnins  hail 
nobly  contributed  their  quota  of  men  to  the 
Union  army,  while  the  rich  rebel  slavehold- 
ers had  sent  their  eons  into  the  rebel  army, 
and  whi^i.  ihe  Government  pro|io-es  to  take 
the  slaves  of  these  men  they  .«iy  no,  fill  up 
our  quota  from  the  poor  white  men  of  the 
country  Thai  is,  they  believe  that  their 
slave-  are  better  than  the  poor  white  man. 

He  said  the  county  nl  Lewis  had  furnish 
ed  over  SOO  men  lo  the  Union  army,  and  not 
one  of  them  was  a  .slaveholder,  and  he  said 
that  he  ilid  not  believe  that  there  was  100 
slaveholders  in  the  Union  army  from  Keii'- 
tiicky  ill  the  ranks  as  privates.
